(b) have not accepted the merger and opted to function as a 
separate group, 

and from the time of such megger, such other political party or new 
political party or group, as the case may be, shall bo deemed to be the 
political party to which he belongs for the purposes of sub-paragraph (1) 
of paragraph 2 and to bo his original political narty for the purposes of 
this sub-paragraph. 

(2) For the purposes of sub-pavagranh of qy-, paragraph, the 
merger of the original political party of a memhr^v of a House shall be 
deemed to have taken place if, and only H, n-ot than two-thirds of 
the members of the legislature partv concornorl have agreed to such 
merger. 


5. Exemntion.—Notwithstanding onythine ocnfiincd in this Schedule, 
a person who has been elected to the offi'’c of tv nr the Deputy 

Speaker of the House of the Feople O'- Dcont'' Ghairman of the 
Council of States nr the Chairman or the TtoniUv Chairman of the Legis¬

Schedule,—

6. Decision on questions as to disqualification on s;^ronnTl of defection— 
(1) Tf any qiiestinn nriecs os to whether a mcmh.’r of a TTmis? ha.s become 
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subject to disqualification under this Schedule, the question shall be referred 
for the decision of the Chairman or, as the case may be, the Speaker of such 
House and his decision shall be final: 

Piovided that where the question which has arisen is as to whether the 
Chairman or the Speaker of a House has become subject to such disqualifica¬ 
tion, the question shall be referred for the decision of such member of the 
House as the House may elect in this behalf and his decision shall be final. 

(2) All proceedings under sub-paragraph (1) of this paragraph in relation 
to any question as to disqualification of a member of a House under this Schedule 
shall be deemed to be proceedings in Parliament within the meaning of article 
122 or, as the case may be, proceedings in ihe Legislature of a State within the 
meaning of article 212 . 

7. Bar of jurisdiction of courts.— Notwithstanding anything in this Consti¬ 
tution, no court shall have any jurisdiction in respect of any matter connected 
with the iisqualification of a member of a House under this Schedule. 

8 . Rules.—(1) Subject to the provisions of sub-paragraph (2) of this 
paragraph, the Chairman or the Speaker of a House may make rules for 
giving eRect to the provisions of this Schedule, and in particular, and 
without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing, such rules may 
provide for— 

(a) the maintenance of registers or other records as to the 
political parties, if any, to which different members of the House 
belong; 

(b) the officer of the House with whom, and the manner in 
which, the constitution, rules and regulations of such political parties 
and ajiy amendments tliereto and particulars of the functionaries or 
other authorities of such parties for the time being exei'cising the 
power to expel members thereof, may be filed; 

(c) the reports winch a political party shall furnish with re¬ 
gard to expulsion from, or admission to, such political party of any 
members of the House and the officer of the House to whom such 
reports shall be furnished; and 

(d) the procedure for deciding any question referred to in sub- 
paragr.aph ( 1 ) of paragraph 6 including the procedure for any inquiry 
which may be made for the purpose of deciding such question. 

(2) The rules ma.le by the Chaiiman or the Speaker of a House under 
sub-paragraph ( 1 ) of tins paragraph shall be laid as soon as may be after 
they are made before the House for a total period of thirty days which 
may be cornpri.sed in one session or in'two or more successive sessions 
and shall take effect upon the expiry of the said period of thirty days 
unless they are sooner approved with or without modifications or dis¬ 
approved by the House and where they are so approved, they shall take 
effect on such approval in the form in which they were laid or in such 
modified form, as the ca-:e may be, and where they are so disapproved, 
they shall be of no effect. 

( 8 ) Tim Chairman or the Speaker of a House may, without prejudice 
to the provisions of article 105 or, as the case may be, article 194, and 
to any other pow'er which he may have under this Constitution direct 
that any wilful contravention by any person of the rules made under 
this paragraph may be dealt with in the same manner as a breach of 
privilege of the House.’. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The evil of politirol defections has been a matter of national concern. 
If it i;: not coi'n[i,'it{ d, d ir Jikei-, to nnflennine the very foundations of 
OUT' deniiK'i’at V and ihe pi'incipJcs which sustain it. With this object, an 
assurance was given in the Address by the President to Parliament that 
the Govermnent intended to intrnduct' in ihe current session oi' Parlia- 
inent an anti-defecrion Bill. Thl.s Ttill i:-; meant for ((lUl.iwinH defertlon 
and fulfilling the above Tissurance. 

2. The Bill seeks to amend the Constitution to provide that an elected 
member of Parliament or a State Legislature, who has been elected as 
a candidate set up by a political party and a nominated member of Par- 
liameirt or a State Legislature who is a member of a political party at 
the time he takes his seat or who becomes a member of a political party 
within six months after he takes his seat*would Ire disciualilied on the 
ground of defection if he voluntarily relinquishes his membei.Jiip ni 
.such political party or votes or abstains from voting in siu.’b TTousc coc.- 
trary to any direction of such party or is expelled from such party. An 
independent member of Parliament or a State Legislature shall also be 
disqualified if he joins any political party after his election. A nominated 
member of ParHarnent or a State Legislature who is not a member of a 
political party at the time of his nomination and who ha.s not become a 
member of any political party before the expiry of six months from llw 
date on which he takes his seat shall be disquaUfjod if tu; join:; any 
pfditical party after the expiry of the said period of six months Tlic fSill 
akso makes suitable provisions with re.spect to .splits in, and rnei'ger.s ul, 
political parties. A special provision has been Included in the Bill 1n 
enable a person who has been elected as the presiding officer of a House 
to sever his connecrions with his political party. The question as to 
whether a member of a House of Parliament or State Legislature ha.s 
become subject to the proposed disqualification will be determined by 
the presiding officer of the House; where the question is \vi1h reference 
to the presiding officer himself, it will be decided by a member of the 
House elected by the House in that behalf. 

3. The Bill seeks to achieve the above objects.

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A Bill to authorise payment and appropriation of certain further sums 
from and out of the Con,solidated Fund of the State of Punjab for 
the services of the financial year 1984-85. 

Be it enacted by I-arliamont in the Thirty-fifth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows:— 

1 . This Act may be called the Punjab Appropriation Act, 1985. 

2. From and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Punjab 
there may be paid and applied sums not exceeding those specified in 
column 3 of the Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the sum of 
thirty-five crores, thirty-seven lakhs and thirty-two thousand rupees 
towards defraying the several charges which will come in course of 
payment during the financial year 1984-85 in respect of the services 
specified in column 2 of the Schedule. 


3. The sums authorised to be paid and applied from and out of the 
Consolidated Fund of the State of Punjab by this Act shall be appro¬ 
priated for tlie servicc.s and purposes expressed in the Schedule in'rela¬ 
tion to the said year.
